He said his first task will be 
to verify the 1960 census figures 
that must be used to gain a 
one man • one vote apportion­ 
ment under last Friday's feder­ 
al court ruling nullifying the 
1967 redistricting law. 
Copeland said the key to so* 
lution of toe problem will be in 
toe St. Louis metropolitan area, 
where there was lots of argu* 
ment last year before the 2nd 
District was kept Republican 
and the 1st was set up so NeJ 
groes might elect their first 
Missouri congressman. 
He warned toat political bick* 
ering must be ruled out this 
time if the 60-day special ses* 
sion is to get an acceptable bin 
passed. 
And he noted that the situa­ 
tion has changed and political 
alginments may be somewhat 
different because Rep. Thom­ 
as «. uurtis, Webster Groves 
Republican, has decided to n n 
for toe U.S. Senate instead of 
seeking renomination in the 2nd 
District.

History shows us that aggres­ 
sion cannot be halted without a de­ 
termined will to win on toe pert of 
those who oppose the aggression. 
Nations tost initiate force against 
others must be met by firm resis­ 
tance if peace is ever to be re­ 
gained. 
The best example of this truth is 
toe actions of Great Britain 
before and during World War 1L 
As long as the British government 
followed a policy of appeasement, 
Hitler moved unchecked through 
Europe. But once toe British re­ 
solved under Winston Churchill to 
fight beck with every available 
resource, Hitler was thwarted. 
This lesson from history is be­ 
ing ignored by many of toe pres­ 
ent foreign policy advisors intoe 
Administration.

States has not set itself on a 
course toward victory in Viet­ 
nam.

WASHINGTON. D.C. - A col-I 
umnist should have toe strength 1 
of his predictions as well as his| 
convictions. 
I 
But as a charter member of toe! 
International Crystal Ball Gazers I 
Union, I must warn that our con-1 
stltutlon states quite plainly that| 
we are not responsible for fulfill­ 
ment of any forecast. Protected 
by this inalienable right and en­ 
couraged by confirmation of 97 
per cent of last year’s prophe­ 
cies — Including the flat state­ 
ment that Jim Hoffa would ba in 
prison by spring and toe detail­ 
ing of strikes tocome which came 
— here is what this column fore­ 
sees for 1968: 
Labor will be Lyndon Johnson's 
most powerful booster and yet 
give hiir his most powerful head­ 
ache. In a drive to reelect him, 
they’ll spend some $50 million 
(twice the previous estimate) to 
the best organized and beat fi­ 
nanced campaign ever launched 
by union leaders — not only by 
national chiefs but by the offi­ 
cials of scores of thousands of 
locals. . . 
But that won't keep them from 
striking all through 1968 —right 
from toe start (toe marathon cop­ 
per stoppage.) They'll hit munic­ 
ipal services, aerospace indus­ 
tries, shipping, transportation 
and wind It all up to toe most 
climactic labor upheaval since 
World War Q. 
That will come to September 
and October, just weeks before 
Election Day.

It will fight for a boycott of im­ 
ports from Japan, France, Ger­ 
many and even Britain. This will 
be one of toe major stories on the 
industrial front.. . 
The unions will push for contract 
clauses which would have toe em­ 
ployer pey toe rank and ffle* a leg­ 
al fees just as he now paya med­ 
ical Insurance. This is as new as 
Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club 
Band (if you don't know who they 
are, you're as unstylish as a 
clean-shaven hippy).

News reports on a four-year survey of students at Stanford 
University and the University of California have left unsaid 
very pertinent findings on student beliefs. 
Studies of 1,000 men and women students showed attitudes 
toward family life, human values and ambitions which vary 
greatly from those one would imagine from the publicity 
given student riots and student marches in the nation’s col­ 
leges. 
The women seniors at both Stanford and California seem to 
have said overwhelmingly that when they were married they 
wanted their husbands to wear the pants in the family. 
Faced with the statement: “After I am married, when it 
comes to making decisions, if I had to choose one or the 
other, I would want my (husband’s) wishes to have priority,” 
a whopping 82 per cent of the women questioned said “yes.”

Now these are not the "wild” thoughts of people who are 
about to do violent harm to society. These are, on the whole, 
quite conservative views. 
It would be well to judge our college students, not by the 
gyrations of small minorities, but by the quiet beliefs of the 
majority.

It's harder to achieve amidst the abrasive ten­ 
sions of business and for the average American 
behind the wheel of an automobile. 
Application of the Golden Rule and of brother­ 
hood are part and parcel of defensive driving. 
It would do more than anything else to reduce 
the slaughter on the highways and the incred­ 
ible property damage that is part of the carnage. 
Since 1968 is a presidential election year it 
seem s a particularly appropriate time to re­ 
solve to act on less prejudice than usual, to keep 
open minded and to search diligently for the truth. 
A careful reading of history shows that Amer­ 
icans have been influenced in many presidential 
elections by partisan propaganda and that the 
candidates in fact were not the type of men pic­ 
tured by those who wielded poison pens.

TAXING THE MARKET 
Losses on stock sales may be taken for tax pur­ 
poses through Friday, Dec. 29, the final trading day 
of the year. Erratic is the word to describe this 
year's market, with the Dow-Jones industrial av­ 
erage hitting a high of about 951.57 in mid-Sep­ 
tember after a year-opening low of about 776.16 
in mid-January. 
The Dow-Jones index is now 
ranging about midway between the two extremes. 
With an eye toward federal tax laws, the majority 
of investors are taking their losses for 1967, 
and holding their gains over to 1968. This seems 
to reflect a widespread belief that no tax hike on 
capital gains will be enacted by Congress next 
year. 
Investors seem convinced that inflation in 
the economy is here to stay, and that the govern­ 
ment will not succeed in stemming its tide. But 
indecision and inaction on the proposed surtax on 
personal and corporate income have contributed 
to the market's uneven behavior. 
As in 1966, the traditional year-end rally of mar­ 
ket activity in December has failed to materialize 
thus far. Consequently, December 1968 may join 
those exceptions since 1946 to the usually strong 
December rally — that is, 1966, 1964, 1957 and 
1953. 
Tax selling so far this year has been no heavier 
than usual, and has not been a significant factor 
in the fluctuating but highly speculative market. 
In contrast, the heavy speculation in gold in Eu­ 
rope has churned the market generally. Investors 
clearly fear that the attack against the dollar will 
succeed. Investment adivsers like Harold B. Dor­ 
sey report that the most frequent question being 
director to them these days is, “ How can I pro­ 
tect m yself against devaluation?"

A new study of future gas requirements esti­ 
mates that the demand for natural gas in the 
United States will be 43 per cent greater in 
1975 than it was in 1966, reports “ Oil Facts,” 
published by the American Petroleum Institute.

TAXING THE MARKET 
Losses on stock sales may be taken for tax pur­ 
poses through Friday, Dec. 29, the final trading day 
of the year. Erratic is the word to describe this 
year’s market, with the Dow-Jones industrial av­ 
erage hitting a high of about 951.57 in mid-Sep­ 
tember after a year-opening low of about 776.16 
in mid-January. 
The Dow-Jones index is now 
ranging about midway between the two extremes. 
With an eye toward federal tax laws, the majority 
of investors are taking their losses for 1967, 
and holding their gains over to 1968. This seem s 
to reflect a widespread belief that no tax hike on 
capital gains will be enacted by Congress next 
year. 
Investors seem convinced that inflation in 
the economy is here to stay, and that the govern­ 
ment will not succeed in stemming its tide. But 
indecision and inaction on the proposed surtax on 
personal and corporate income have contributed 
to the market’s uneven behavior. 
As in 1966, the traditional year-end rally of mar­ 
ket activity in December has failed to materialize 
thus far. Consequently, December 1968 may join 
those exceptions since 1946 to the usually strong 
December rally — that is, 1966, 1964, 1957 and 
1953. 
Tax selling so far this year has been no heavier 
than usual, and has not been a significant factor 
in the fluctuating but highly speculative market. 
In contrast, the heavy speculation in gold in Eu­ 
rope has churned the market generally. Investors 
clearly fear that the attack against the dollar will 
succeed. Investment adivsers likeHarold B. Dor­ 
sey report that the most frequent question being 
director to them these days is, “ How can I pro­ 
tect m yself against devaluation?”

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ut Our Schools 


By Lynn Twitty 


Tbs Governor’s Special ses­ 
sion of the Missouri General 
Assembly, 
will convene next 
week. 
We hope that increased 
state financial aid to public edu­ 
cation, will be high on their agen­ 
da. Nothing is so important to 
the welfare and future progress 
of the State of Missouri as the 
maintenance of an adequate edu­ 
cational program. Many schools 
in the state are not now able to 
afford anything like a decent 
program of education for their 
children. Most of the schools in 
this category can not get enough 
money purely on the basis of real 
estate and personal taxes, the 
only source which is locally 
available to them. The wide dif­ 
ference between districts inabil­ 
ity to pay for schools also means 
a vast difference in the quality of 
education among Missouri com­ 
munities. 
As one example, we 
have $4,834 of taxable valuation 
per child -- the Clayton schools 
in St. Louis County have $41,376 
behind each youngster. Our to­ 
tal tax rate of $4.00 produces 
only $193.36 ner child while Clav- 
ton's tax of $3.12 will raise $1 - 
290.93 for each child enrolled in 
that district. There are a very 
considerable number of districts 
who have even less valuation than 
we do in this school. Until some­ 
thing is done to provide more 
money from state sources to 
equalize this difference, that is, 
considerably more to the pool 
districts than goes to the more 
affluent schools, this inequity in 
the quality of education available 
to our children will continue to 
exist. 
The only current available ans­ 
wer to this is more support from 
state tax revenues. 
If the General Assembly wish­ 
es to support Governor Hearnes 
in his drive for a more aggres­ 
sive and progressive Missouri, 
as we believe they are, they can 
do so by legislating for more 
state financial support for Mis­ 
souri’s public school system. 


Few of us would question the 
importance of the home, 
the 
school and the church in the in­ 
fluence which these institutions 
have on our children. Our par­ 
ticular responsibility is 
the 
school’s educational program. 
We think it is tremendously im­ 
portant. We hope to have school 
in session everyday that it is 
scheduled. 
We like to establish 
a pattern of regularity. Unfor­ 
tunately, however, conditions oc­ 
casionally arise that force us to 
make the decision that the best 
Interests of our students and the 
community are served by dis­ 
missing 
school. 
Hazardous 
weather conditions, especially as 
affects the roads and sidewalks, 
is one of the considerations which 
occasionally forces us to make 
such a decision. This was the 
case earlier this week. 
We do wish to go on record with 
the Board of Education’s policy of 
having school in session every 
day, unless the reasonable judg­ 
ment of those of us who have to 
make these decisions indicate 
otherwise. We will try to get this 
information to patrons as earlv as 
we can pie ceding the opening of 
school, via the local radio sta­ 
tions, or when applicable, in the 
daily newspaper. 


Progress reports to parents - 
report cards, will likely go out 
on or about January 24. 
As 
these reports indicate our best 
measure 
of the kind of work 
which your child is doing, we 
think it important that parents 
examine them carefully. 
If it 
seems to be necessary, we sug­ 
gest that the parents discuss the 
report with the principal of the 
school which the child attends 
and the principal may then ar­ 
range a conference with the in­ 
dividual teachers. 
We know of no progress report­ 
ing system which is perfect, in 
fact, few of which are really 
very good. 
However, our sys­ 
tem has been developed after a 
great deal of study and consid­ 
eration and it is the best which 
we have been able to devise thus 
far. 
There are many intangible 
factors which cannot always be 


shown on a checked or written 
report. Actually a student's re­ 
sponse to a particular written 
test, the most common measure 
of grades, does not always indi­ 
cate what he is learning. Per­ 
haps the best report is through a 
parent-teacher conference, per­ 
haps involving the student. Edu­ 
cation,or measures of achieve­ 
ment, are not exact sciences. The 
way we indicate student pro­ 
gresses, is just merely the best 
way we know how to do it. Per­ 
haps better methods will be de- 
developed in the future. If so, 
we hope to adopt them. 


The survey, which we have at­ 
tempted in order to get a rea­ 
sonably good estimate of the num­ 
ber of children who would attend 
a public kindergarten, if estab­ 
lished, has not been as success­ 
ful as we would like. 
We do not think hat we have 
received over a 40% response. 
The probable reason is that we 
have not gotten the questionnaire 
to nearly all ofthe parents of kin­ 
dergarten-aged children. 
Those who returned question­ 
naires indicate that all but a very 
few would like to see a kinder­ 
garten program established. 
The Board of Education plans to 
submit this issue to the voters in 
the spring. 
TTie establishment 
of a kindergarten would require 
only an additional $.15 tax levy. 
The remainder of the funds would 
come from the state. If we do not 
establish a kindergarten for our 
children, we will continue to pay 
state taxes to support kindergar­ 
tens for other schools, an oppor­ 
tunity which our children would 
not then have. 
We will continue the survey in 
the hope that we will get a re­ 
sponse from every parent who 
will have a kindergarten-aged 
child, that being one whose fifth 
birthday is on or before Septem­ 


ber 15, 1968. 
If you have a child in this cat­ 
egory or have a neighbor who 
does, will you please get intouch 
with the principal of any of the 
elementary schools to get a ques­ 
tionnaire? 


This week, 18 educators from 
South Vietnam are visiting our 
schools and observing our edu­ 
cational programs. 
With them 
are two interpreters and a Uni­ 
versity of Missouri representa­ 
tive from the Department of Re­ 
gional and Community Affairs. 
These visitors are Provincial 
Education Chiefs or Inspectors. 
They are primarily interested in 
elementary education although 
they are spending some time in 
the secondary program, espe­ 
cially vocational education. They 
will be here for three days.

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About Our Schools

Th# Governor's Special s e s ­ 
sion of th® Missouri General 
A ssem bly, 
will convene 
next 
week. 
We hope that Increased 
stale financial ald to public edu­ 
cation, will be high on their agen­ 
da. 
Nothing la so Important to 
th# w elfare and future progress 
of the State of M issouri as the 
m aintenance of an adequate edu­ 
cational program. Many schools 
In the state are not now able to 
afford anything like a decent 
program of education for their 
children. Most of the schools In 
this category can not get enough 
money purely on the basis of real 
e state and personal taxes, the 
only 
source 
which 
Is locally 
available to them. The wide dif­ 
ference between districts Inabil­ 
ity to pay for schools also means 
a vast difference In the quality of 
education among M issouri com ­ 
m unities. 
As one example, we 
have $4,834 of taxable valuation 
p er child -- the Clayton schools 
In St. Louis County have $41,376 
behind each youngster. Our to­ 
tal tax rate of $4.00 produces 
only $193.36 ner child while d a y ­ 
ton** tax of $3.12 will raise SI,- 
290.93 for each child enrolled 'in 
that d istrict. 
There are a very 
considerable number of districts 
who have even less valuation than 
we do In this school. Until som e­ 
thing is done to provide more 
money 
from state sources to 
equalise this difference, that Is, 
considerably more to the pool 
d istric ts than goes to the more 
affluent schools, this Inequity In 
the quality of education available 
to our children will continue to 
exist. 
The only current available ans­ 
w er to this is more support from 
state tax revenues 
If the General Assembly wish­ 
e s to support Governor H e a rn s 
In his drive for a more aggres­ 
sive and progressive M issouri, 
as we believe they are, they can 
do so by legislating for 
more 
state financial support for Mis­ 
so u ri's public school system. 


Few of us would question the 
im portance of the home, 
the 
school and the church In the In­ 
fluence which these Institutions 
have on our children. Our par­ 
ticular responsibility is 
the 
school’s 
educational program . 
We think It Is tremendously Im­ 
portant 
We hope to have school 
In session everyday that It is 
scheduled. 
We like to establish 
a pattern of regularity. Unfor­ 
tunately, however, conditions oc­ 
casionally arise that force us to 
make the decision that the tie st 
in te re sts of our .students and the 
community are served by dis­ 
m issing 
school. 
Hazardous 
w eather conditions, especially as 
affects the roads and sidewalks, 
Is one of the c onsiderations which 
occasionally forres us to make 
such a decision. 
This was the 
case earlier this week. 
We do w Isl ti 
> on record w it!; 
the Board of Kducatlon’s policy ol 
having school In session ev en 
day, unless the reasonable judg­ 
m ent of those of us who have to 
make 
these decisions indicate 
otherw ise 
We will try to get this 
Information to patrons as early as 
we can pie ceding the opening of 
school, via the local radio sta­ 
tions, or when applicable, bi the 
daily newspaper. 


Progress reports to pa rents - 
report cards, will likely go out 
on or about January 24. 
As 
these reports Indicate our best 
m easure 
of the kind of work 
which your child Is doing, we 
think It important that parents 
exam ine them carefully. 
lf It 
seem s to lie necessary, we sug­ 
gest that the parents discuss the 
report with the principal of the 
school which the child attends 
and the principal ma\ then a r ­ 
range a conference with the in­ 
dividual teachers. 
We know of no progress rep o rt­ 
ing sv stem which is perfect, In 
fact, 
few of which are really 
very good. 
However, our sy s­ 
tem has been developed after a 
great deal of study and consid­ 
eration and It Is the best which 
we have been able to devise thus 
far. 
There are many intangible 
facto rs which cannot always be 


shown on a checked or written 
report. Actually a student's re ­ 
sponse to a particular written 
test, the most common measure 
of grades, does not always Indi­ 
cate what he Is learning. 
P er­ 
haps the best report Is through a 
pa rent-teacher conference, per­ 
haps Involving the student. Edu­ 
cation,or m easures of achieve­ 
ment, are not exact sciences. The 
way we indicate student pro­ 
gresses, Is Just merely the best 
way we know how to do it. Per­ 
haps better methods will be de - 
developed In the future. 
If so, 
we hope to adopt them. 


The survey, which we have at­ 
tempted In order to get a re a ­ 
sonably goodestlmate of the num­ 
ber of children who would attend 
a public kindergarten, if estab­ 
lished, has not been as success­ 
ful as we would like. 
We do not think hat we have 
received over a 40*7 response. 
The probable reason is that we 
have not gotten the questionnaire 
to nearly all of the parents of kin­ 
dergarten-aged children. 
Those who returned question­ 
naires Indicate that all but a very 
few would like to see a kinder­ 
garten program established. 
The Board of Education plans to 
submit this issue to the voters In 
the spring. 
The establishment 
of a kindergarten would require 
only an additional $.15 tax levy. 
The rem ainder of the funds wouid 
come from the state. If we do not 
establish a kindergarten for our 
children, we will continue to pay 
state taxes to support kindergar­ 
tens for other schools, an oppor­ 
tunity which our children would 
not then have. 
We will continue the survey in 
the hope that wo wT.l get a re ­ 
sponse from ev’p. parent who 
will have a kindergarten-aged 
child, that being one whose fifth 
birthday is on or before Septem­ 


ber 15, 1968. 
If you have a child in this cat­ 
egory or have a neighbor who 
‘does, will you please get in touch 
with the principal of any of the 
elementary schools to get a ques­ 
tionnaire? 


This week, 18 educators from 
South Vietnam are visiting our 
schools and observing our edu­ 
cational programs. 
With them 
are two interpreters and a Uni­ 
versity of Missouri representa­ 
tive from the Department of Re­ 
gional and Community Affairs. 
These visitors are Provincial 
Education Chiefs or Inspectors. 
They are primarily interested In 
elementary 
education although 
they are spending some time In 
the secondary program, espe­ 
cially vocational education. They 
will be here for three days.

period of mourning for the church and wailing for 
the breakdown of organized religion, it might be appropriate 
to consider the emergence of powerful and timely lay leader­ 
ship. The Christian faith has always had this source of vast 
and almost unlimited champions. Yet how little the laymen 
have been appreciated and how frequently ignored except 
during the capital fund drives, annual budget meetings or 
when the pastor is on vacation. 
The Christian faith stormed through Asia Minor, sailed 
oceans and straddled continents primarily in the lives and 
hearts of believing people. Not priests or bishops or college- 
trained clergy but ordinary men and women fired by a great 
conviction that was nurtured in the life of Christ. 
In this last century you can quickly name dozens of laymen 
who have brought the Christian church to heroic service by 
the dedication and determination they poured into daily life. 
Would the YMCA ever have succeeded on the international 
**ene without the energy and brilliance of John R. Mott? It 
was John Foster Dulles who provided the early stature of the 
Federal Council of Churches and later the National Council. 
United Presbyterians will consider for a long time the 
towering figure of Henry Luce and how he put so much 
enthusiasm and dedication into its Fifty Million Fund as well 
as countless other assignments and responsibilities. 
J. C. Penney is known throughout America for the establish­ 
ment of an empire of retail stores. His philosophy of the 
Golden Rule was a practical business application of his 
faith in Jesus Christ. Now in his 90s, he continues to radiate 
a compassion for people that I once felt when I worked as a 
stock clerk in his El Paso store. 
When you survey the unusual records of these men, you 
hesitate to nominate those who will take their place. No one, 
of course, will take their place. But others emerge to give 
fresh words of counsel and offer new hope to a troubled time 
in church life. 
For instance. Sen. Mark Hatfield, R-Ore., is surely one of 
the top young laymen in the Christian church today. Where- 
ever he lives and whatever he is doing, the concerns of the 
Christian community are vital to his way of life 
In the world of business. William Hendrickson of United 
States Life Insurance and Irwin Miller of Cummins Engine 
are laymen who not only give corporate leadership but who 
find time to probe the hard Dooks in contemporary theology as 
well as the tough issues of current social problems. 
The church is on the campus and professors who give 
constant leadership to town and gown are laymen like Dr. 
Michael Novak at Stanford and Dr. Merton Ertell of Buffalo. 
William Stringfellow is not on one campus but many and is 
bringing a searing social gospel that may yet wake up the 
drowsy, white middle-class consciousness of so many students 
and their families.

Landing on her fanny, Jennie sued the owner of the 
dress shop for her injuries. 
“ While offering me that dainty chair was very flattering," 
she complained in court, “ it was also negligent. They should 
have realized it couldn't bear up under my weight." 
“ There was nothing wrong with that chair," responded the 
owner of the dress shop, 
“ The trouble was with Jennie. 
Any woman who weighs as much as she did, did so at her own 
risk ." 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you permit hefty Jennie 
to collect? 
This is how the Judge ruled: Yes! Hie judge held that a per­ 
son who invites customers into his place of business must pro­ 
vide chairs that are reasonably safe; that too often, modern 
chairs are intended more to please the eye than to provide sta­ 
bility. 
“ A large woman," the judge concluded in effect, “ is as much 
entitled to a safe chair as a small woman and is much more in 
need of it."
